STUDENT  SENATE 
REVISED  CONSTITUTION 

EDITORS’  NOTE 

Because  of.  lack  ,  of  space  in  Uiis  issue  of  the  Missourian, 
the  staff  could  not  fun.  the  first  part .  of  the  Constitution 
again.  The  part  of  the  Constiution  printed  here  begins  with 
Article  VI.  Anyone  who  wants  a  copy,  of  last  week’s  edition 
of  the  paper  to  review  the  first  part  niay  get  one  at  the 
Missourian  office. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Meetings' 

Section  1.  The  Student  Senate  shall  have  at  least  one  meet¬ 
ing  per  week,  with  the  meeting  time  and  place  decided  by  the 
Senatoiis.  Additional  meetings  shall  be  called  bj'  the  Ass-o- 
ciation  President  as  required  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the 
Student  Government  Association. 

Section  2.  The  meetings  of  the  Student  Senate  shall  be  open 
to  the  public.  Any  member  of  the  Student  Government  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor  upon  recognition 
by  the  presiding  officer. 

Section  3.  The  president  must  call  a  special  meeting  of  Uie 
entire  Association  upon  petition  of  fifty  or  more  membersj 
of  the  Student  Govei‘nimen,t  Association.  At  such  meetings,  any 
action  carried  by  a  majority  of  the  Association  shall  be  bind¬ 
ing  ut>on  the  Senate  unless  it  is  in  conflict  with  the  Consti¬ 
tution. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Finances 

Section  1,  The  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association  shall  manage,  through  the  Business  Office, 
all  the  monies  of  the  Association  as  approved  by  tlie  Student 
Senate. 

Section  2.  TIh!  Student  Senate  shall  prepare  an  annual  bud¬ 
get  to  be  recommended  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Boards 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  permanent  standing  boards  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  business  of  the  Student  Senate. 

Section  2.  The  Student  Senate  shall  establish  other  committees 
needed  to  carry  oh  the  affairs  of  the  Student  Government 
Association.  ,  .  , 

ARTICLE  IX 
quorums 

Section  1.  The  quorum  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Student 
Senate  shall  be  two-thirds  ofothe  membership  of  tlie  Senate. 

Section  2.  The  quorum  for  called  meetings  of  tiie  Student 
Goveriunent  Association  shall  be  a  majority  of  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X 

Amendments 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  the  main  body  of  tlie  Constitution 
of  the  Student  Government  Association  may  be  proposed  by 
either  of  the  following  procedures: 

a.  By  petition  signed  by  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Student  Government  Association; 

b.  By  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  membership  of  tiie  Student 
Senate. 

Section  2.  Amendments  sliall  become  a  part  of  this  con¬ 
stitution  upon  ratification  by  one  of  the  following  means,  after 
it  has  been  submitted  to  the  President  of  tiie  College  for  ap¬ 
proval: 

a.  If  one  third  or  less  of  the  members  of  tiie  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association  vote,  a  two  thirds  affirmative  vote  is  re¬ 
quired  on  tliat  issue; 

b.  If  the  percentage  of  the  votes  cast  is  moie  tlian  one  third 
and  less  than  one-half,  it  shall  requue  a  percentage  of  ap¬ 
proving  votes  equal  to  the  difference  between  that  percent 
voting  and  100  per  cent,  . 

c.  A  vote  of  one-half  or  more  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  requires  a  plurality  vote  of  approval. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I 

Membership  in  the  Student  Government  Association 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  members  of  the  Sliideiit  Govern¬ 
ment  Association  shall  be  the  following: 

a.  To  attend  meetings  of  the  Association;  . 

b.  To  be  informed  on  issues  pertaining  to  student  affairs; 

c.  To  vote  intelligently  on  Association  matters; 

d.  To  offer  constructive  criticism  concerning  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  its  Government,  and  its  activities. 

ARTICLE  II 

Officers  of  (he  Association 

Section  1.  Qualifications  for  elected  officers 

a.  President:  . 

1.  Must  have  a  grade  point  average  of  2.0  (4.0=A)  at 
the  time  of  election 

2.  Musi  have  at  least  45  academic  hours  at  the  time 
of  election 

3.  Must  have  one  semester’s  experience  on  Student 
Senate  previous  to  tlie  semester  in  whicli  the  election 
is  held,  eitlier  as  an  elected  member  or  permanent 
replacement. 

b.  Vice-President: 

1.  Must  -have  a  grade  point  average  of  2.6  (4.0=A) 
at  tlie  time  of  election 

2.  Must  have  at  least  45  academic  hours  at  tlie  time  of 
election 
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3.  Must  have  one  semester’s  experienco  on  Student 
Senate  previous  to  the  semester  in  which  the  election 
is  held  either  as  an  eleeted  member  or  a  permanent 
replacement  - 

c.  Secretary-Treasurer: 

1.  Must  have  a  grade  point  average  of  2.0  (4.0= A)  at 
the  time  of  election 

2.  Must  have  at  least  45  academic  hours  at  tlie  lime  of 
election 

Section  2.  Election  of  officers 

a.  Election  of  officers  shall  not  be  held  before  April  15 
and  not  after  May  1.  The  specific  day  and  manner  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Student  Senate  upon  tlie  recommendation 
of  tlie  Elections  Board. 

b.  Manner  of  Nominations— either  of  the  following  methods 

may  be  used:  ' 

1.  A  nominating  convention,  open  to  all  members  of 
the  Association,  shall  be  held  between  March  1  and 
April  8  at  which  time  nominations  for  Association 
officers  shall  be  made; 

2.  By  filing  a  petition  with  signatures  of  fifty  Asso¬ 
ciation  members  in  the  Dean  of  Student’s  Office 
by  4:30  p.  m.  on  the. first  day  following  the  Nomi¬ 
nation  Convention. 

c.  Manner  of  Election 

1.  Those  individuals  receiving  a  plurality  of  votes  cast 
by  the  Association  members  shall  be  declared 
elected  for  the  respective  offices. 

2.  In  case  of  ties,  tlie  previous  Senate  will  decide  by 
plurality  of  the  Senators  voting. 

Section  3.  Term  of  Office 

The  officers  of  tlie  Association  shall  be  sworn  in  at  tlie 
first  meeting  of  the  Student  Senate  held  after  the  election  and 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next  officers .  assume  office. 

Section  4.  Succession 

a.  The  President  may  not  succeed  himself  in  the  office. 

b.  The  other  elected  officers  may  succeed  themselves 
only  once. 

Scctioai  5.  Removal  from  office 

a.  Presentation  of  charges: 

1.  Any  member  of  the  jStudent  Senate  bringing  charges 
against  an  officer  for  tlic  purpose  of  removal  from 
office  shall  present  tiiese  charges  in  writing,  signed 
by  four  Senate  members,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Student  Senate. 

2.  Any  action  on  these  charges  shall  be  postponed 
until  Uie  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

3.  Between  the  time  the  charges  are  presented  and  the 
meeting  at  which  action  shall  be  taken,  notice  of 
the  motion  for  removal  and  Uie  charges  presented 
shall  be  given  to  all  members  of  the  Student  Senate, 
and  official  announcement  in  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  shall  be  made  to  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation; 

4.  After  a  due  hearing  an  officer  shall  be  removed 
from  office  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  Student 
Senate  member.':; 

5.  In  tlie  event  the  President  is  the  one  under  charge, 
tlie  Vice-President  shall  preside  at  the  meeting. 

Section  6  Resignation 

The  resignation  of  an  officer  must  be  presented  in  writing 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Student  Senate  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  the  time  it  goes  into  effect. 

Section  7.  Replacement 

a.  The  Student  Senate  shall  decide  which  officer  replace¬ 
ments  are  permanent  and  which  are  temporary; 

b.  Permanent  replacements  shall  be  elected  within  four¬ 
teen  days,  excluding  vacations,  from  the  time  of  resig¬ 
nation  or  removal  in  the  following  manner; 

1.  Nominations  by  the  Student  Senate; 

2.  Election  by  plurality  of  the  Association  members; 

3.  Manner  of  election  will  be  handled  by  the  Elections 

Board.  .  , 

c.  Temporary  replacements  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
by  a  simple  majority  of  the  Student  Senate; 

d.  Qualifications  are  the  same  as  for  the  original  election. 

Section  8.  Duties  or  the  Officers 

a.  The  President  shall;  ,  ,  . 

1.  Call  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  tlie  Association; 

2.  Call  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Student

c.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall: 

1.  Keep  minutes  at  all  Association  and  Student  Senate 
meetings; 

2.  Keep  the  roll  at  all  Student  Senate  meetings; 

3.  Provide  minutes  for  all  Student  Senate  members, 
for  the  official  Nortliwest  Missouri  State  College 
newspaper,  for  the  Administration,  and ,  for  all 
members  of  the  Association  deserving  them; 

4.  Prepare  an  annual  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
present  it  to  the  Student  Government  Association 
for  approval  by  March  1; 

5.  Make  report  at  the  first  regularly  scheduled  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  meeting  of  each  month  of  major  expen¬ 
ditures,  income,  and  balance; 

6.  Personally  keep  books  of  the  Association  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Business  Office  of  the  College; 

7.  Keep  books  available  for  public  inspectimi  at  all 
times. 

ARTICLE  III 
Student  Senate 

Sectiom  1.  Class  Representatives 

a.  There  shall  be  two  class  representatives,  one  of  which 
shall  be  the  Class  President,  from  each  of  the  four  under¬ 
graduate  classes. 

b.  Qualifications: 

1.  He  must  be  a  member  of  the  class  whose  representa¬ 
tive  he  is  at  the  time  of  election,  as  determined  by 
the  Registrar’s  Office; 

2.  He  must  have  a  grade  point  average  of  2.0  (4.0=A) 
at  the  time  of  election; 

3.  He  must  not  be  on  any  type  of  college  probation  at 
the  time  of  election. 


c.  Manner  of  Election: 


1.  Candidates  shall  be  nominated  between  March  1  and 
April  8  by  either  a  nominating  convention  of  the 
respective  classes  or  by  filing  a  petition  of  candi¬ 
dacy  supported  by  fifty  signatures  of  members  of 
his  respective  class  with  the  Dean  of  Students 
Office  by  4:30  p.  m.  on  the  first  day  following  the 
nominating  convention; 

2.  Candidates  shall  be  elected  only  by  die  members 
of  their  respective  classes.  Class  standing  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Registrar’s  Office; 

3.  Candidates  shall  be  elected  by  plurality  vote.  Tie 
votes  shall  be  decided  by  the  Student  Senate  which 
is  in  office  at  the  time  of  election; 

4.  Elections  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  elections 
for  Association  officers,  excej^  for  the  Freshman 
class  whose  representatives  shall  be  elected  during 
the  first  six  weeks  of  the  fall  semester; 

5.  All  elections  shall  be  held  under  the  riiies  oJF  the 
Elections  Board. 

d.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the 
officers  of  the  Student  Government  Association; 

«.  Representatives  may  be  removed  or  may  resign  from 
the  Student  Senate  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed 
for  Associational  officers. 

f.  If  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  officers  of  the  appropriate  class 
shall  recommend  a  succes.sor  to  be  approved  by  a  two 
thirds  vote  of  the  Student  Senate.

Absence  from  three  consecutive 
meetings  or  five  regular  weekly  meetings  through  the 
year  will  result  in  automatic  removal.  The  coordinating 
groups  will  replace  those  who  have  b^n  removed  in  any 
manner  tliat  they  choose. 

c.  Membership  on  the  Student  Senate  is  automatically  and 
immediately  lost  if  one’s  accumulative  academic  aver¬ 
age  falls  below  2.0  (4.0= A) .  or  if  he  is  placed  on  any 
type  of  probation  by  the  college. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Senate 
Section  1.  General  Powers 

a.  To  promote  and  regulate  all  student  activities. 

b.  To  be  the  responsible  governing  body  for  the  students  of 
the  college  under  the  powers  granted  by  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  the  laws  of  the 
State,  and  subject  thereunto. 

Section  2.  Specific  Powers 

a.  Call  Association  meetings  through  the  President  to 
consider  matters  of  student  concern. 

b.  Pass  on  and  ixcommend  to  the  Faculty  Council  the 
formation  of  new  societies,  clubs,  or  organizations  of 
any  sort. 

c.  Take  necessary  action  with  Uie  cooperation  and  advice 
of  the  Faculty  Council  for  the  dissolution  of  existing 
societies,  clubs,  and  organizations. 

d.  Control  and  supervise  all  campus-wide  elections  (in¬ 
cluding  class,  stud.ent  body,  and  queen  elections). 
Elections  may  be  appealed  directly  to  the  Student 
Senate  and  its  decision  is  final. 

e.  Expressly  pa'ovide  that  nothing  in  this  Constitution,  oi 
in  the  By-Laws  or  rules  established  under  it,  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  conflict  with  any  established  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  College. 

f.  Grant  approval  for  the  raising  of  funds  in  any  man¬ 
ner  from  the  student  body,  and  the  right  to  “conces¬ 
sions,”  on  campus.  No  fund  drive  shall  be  started 
until  the  action  of  the  Senate  is  approved  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  College. 

ARTICLE  V 
Committees 

Section  1.  The  following  committees  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  disciplinary  policies  and 
heai'ings  related  to  chai'ges  brought  against  members  of  the 
Association.  Such  policies  are  established  and  can  be  changed 
only  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  College.  The 
Senate  can  recommend  changes  and  modifications  Ihrougii 
the  President  of  the  College.

ARTICLE  VIII 

Composition  and  Duties  of  the  Boards

and  an  Assistant  Chairman  from  the  Student  Senate

d.  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  reviewing  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  all  newly  proposed  campus  organizations 
and  recommendiing  action  thereon  to  be  taken  by  the 
Student  Senate. 

e.  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  Pai’ents  Day. 

f.  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  affaii’s  pertaining 
'he  welfai’e  of  the  Student  Government  Association  in  re- 

.  to  all  college  matters  not  delegated  to  other  Boaixls. 

Section  2  Elections  Board 

a.  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  a  Chairman,  an  As¬ 
sistant  Chairman  from  tiie  Student  Senate  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  of  the  Student  Government 
Association,  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Student  Senate. 

b.  The  Boaiti  shall  supervise  all  campus-wide  elections 
arid  their  publicity  >  and  deal  with  all  other  matters 
pertaining  to  campus  elections.

lowing  the  nominating  conven¬ 
tion. 


A  class  senator  candidate 
may  submit  a  similar,  peti¬ 
tion,  except  that  it  must 
contain  the  signature  of  50 
members  of  bis  respective 
class.  Senatonr  from  the 
represented  organizations 
most  foe  nominated  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  day 
of  eleetion. 


Under  the  revised  constitu¬ 
tion  the  student  body  would 
elect  three  executive  officers 
—  president,  vice  president, 
and  secretary  -  treasurer  —  in¬ 
stead  of  two  —  president  and 
vice  president  —  as  is  done 
under  the  present  constitution. 
The  Senate  elects  a  secretary 
and  a  treasurer  ft-om  among 
their  members  under  the  pro¬ 
gram  now  in  effect. 

All  three  elected  officers 
would  be  required  to  have  45 
academic  hours  instead  of  50, 
which  is  the  amount  now  re¬ 
quired  for  the  president  and 
vice  president.  Eacii  would 
have  to  have  one  semester’s 
experience  on  the  Student  Sen¬ 
ate  in  order  to  run  for  either 
executive  post.  The  president 
and  vice  president  elected  this 
spring  would  not  be  subject  to 
this  qualification,  but  it  would 
be  effective  in  the  following 
election  and  thereafter. 

The  revised  constitution 
contains  a  provision  which 
will  make  attendance  at 
Senate  meetings  more 
mandatory  in  order  to  have 
a  quorum  at  meetings  to 
carry  on  business.  Under 
the  present  constitution, 
senators  are  excused  and 
unexcused  from  Senate 
meetings.  No  penalty  Is 
presently  enforced  for  un-  ' 
excused  absences^ 

The  new  constitution  states 
that  if  a  senator  misses  three 
consecutive  meetings  or  five 
regular  meetings  during  the 
year,  he  is  to  be  retuoved  from 
the  Senate.  He  may  be  replac¬ 
ed  in  any  manner  chosen  by 
the  group  he  represents.  If  the 
vacancy  is  temporary,  the  rep¬ 
resented  organization  can  rec¬ 
ommend  a  successor  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Student  Senate.  An  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  temporary  vacancy 
would  be  a  student  senator  who 
is  off  campus  doing  bis  student 
teaching.

The  board 
would  aid  in  the  selection 
of  “Who’s  Who’’  award  n- 
cipicuts,  in  the  promotion 
of  school  spirit,  in  the  re¬ 
view  of  constitutions  of  new 
organizations,  and  in  the 
promotion  of  events  of  gcii-  i 
eral  campus  Interest. 


Another  major  propos 
change  is  found  in  the  metlioM 
of  ratification  of  amendmenlsM 
Under  the  present  constitution^ 
the  laws  may  be  amended  bn 
a  majority  of  the  ballots  casg 
providing  one-third  of  the  en 
tire  student  body  votes  on  the 
amendments.

student  body  requires  a  phirat 
ity  vote  of  approval.

The  nci® 
constitution  merely  states  tlial

Professor  Comments 

On  Defense  of  Rights 


March  3,  1967

Northwest  Missomdan 
Dear  Sirs: 

In  relation  to  the  articles  relative  to  Religious  Emphasis 
Week  in  the  Northwest  Missourian  of  today,  I  feel  called 
to  register  a  protest  against  tlie  assumptions  of  Miss  , 
Beek’s  argument.  In  essence,  she  is  stating  that  it  is  one 
of  the  duties  of  the  college,  in  accord  with  its  purpose 
of  acquainting  the  students  with  their  entire  cultural  and 
intellectual  heritage,  to  foster  study  “about”  religion,  and 
that  Religious  Emphasis  Week  is  one  way  of  accomplish¬ 
ing  this. 

Now  I  can  hardly  protest  against  teaching  the  students 
“about”  reiigion,  considering  how  1  spend  the  majority  of 
my  time  in  Humanities  11.  However,  I  do  contend  that  this 
is  not  what  Religious  Emphasis  Week  does.  It  is  a  form  of 
scarcely  disguised  revivalism  for  some  form  of  homogen¬ 
ized,  non  -  denominational,  middle-of-the-road  Christianity. 
Having  lecturers  in  to  discuss  various  aspects  of  religion 
might,  still  fall  within  the  limits  of  the  acceptable,  but  the 
program  of  the  all-school  assembly  last  year,  for  which 
classes  were  dismissed,  included  all  present  singing  “The 
Church’s  One  Foundation  Is  Jesus  Christ  Her  Lord,” 
which  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  violation  of  the  con¬ 
sciences  of  any  Moslem,  Jewish,  or  Unitarian  students 
present,  wiio  either  had  to  go  along  or  make  a  spectacle 
of  themselves  by  publicly  remaining  seated  or  walking 
out.  Also,  the  “Devotions”  which  are  held  in  the  various 
dormitories  can  scarcely  be  classified  as  “about”  religion. 

Even  worse  than  this,  I  think,  is  the  atmosphere  that  tends 
to  surround  Religious  Emphasis  Week  on  this  campus. 
There  is  great  reluctance  among  those  who  oppose  it  to 
speak  their  minds  because  of  fear  of  some  sort  of  to 
speak  quite  bluntly  —  administrative  retaliation.  A  viola¬ 
tion  of  freedom  of  conscience  does  not  exist  only  when  it 
affects  your  conscience.  It  exists  when  that  of  any  person 
is  offended,  and  if  one  does  not  speak  out  then,  one’s  own 
conscience  is  likely  to  come  next,  with  no  one  left  to  de¬ 
fend  its  rights.

Although  I  realize  the  intended  purpose  of  Religious 
Emphasis  Week  and  do  not  object  to  its  l>eing  sponsored 
on  this  campus,  I  question  if  the  lectures  are  reaching 
and  benefitting  enough  students  to  justify  the  amount  of 
time  and  money  spent  on  the  program. 

The  majority  of  students  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
special  assemblies  are  being  held.  However,  they  do  not 
make  a  special  effort  to  attend  because  they  are  not  in¬ 
terested  in  attending  “church”  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 
Just  as  significant  is  the  fact  that  the  assemblies  are  held 
at  times  when  many  students  have  classes  or  other  ob¬ 
ligations  that  cannot  be  missed.  Furthermore,  students  do 
not  seem  to  be  motivated  enough  to  alter  their  daily 
routine  in  order  to  make  time  for  a  program  during  the 
day. 

Perhaps  more  students  could  take  advantage  of  the 
lectures  if  tlie  assemblies  were  scheduled  for  late  after¬ 
noon  or  evening,  rather  than  during  classes.  Perhaps,  too, 
the  programs  would  be  better  attended  if  they  were  pre¬ 
sented  as  a  lecture  series,  rather  than  as  services.
